A most important acquisition was the donation, by the members 
of the Athenzeum, of the books belonging to that organization. 
. This addition amounts to 707 volumes, and contains a large pro- 
portion of books of a useful character and of permanent value. 
‘As a just recognition due the Athenzeum, it has been thought best 
that these books should be kept as a separate collection... Accord- 
ingly special labels have been placed on the books, and they will 
be shelved and catalogued by themselves and will be known as the 
“Athenzeum Collection.”

Finding it in a good state of discipline, she spared no personal 
sacrifice to put into operation many live methods of instruction. 

Emphasizing the character-forming function, the pupils were 
guided into right habits of thinking, speaking and acting. 

_ The honest purpose’of the teacher was recognized and appreci- 
ated by officials, parents and pupils,.and her success no one ques- 
tioned. 

She was re-engaged for the remainder of the year, but to the 
surprise of the School Board, and regret of all, she tendered her 
resignation four days prior to the opening of the Fall term. 

Her place was fortunately filled by Miss Alice W. Smith, of 
Chatham, Mass., who, having taught eight years successfully in that 
state, came to us with high recommendations, and proved herself 
in every way well qualified to advance the education of her pupils 
along the lines engrafted by her predecessor. — 

Rapid gain in text book knowledge has been made in this school, 
and Miss Smith has continued to do such excellent work that it 
would be hard to find any ground for criticism. 

She has aright to the loving attachment of the children, which 
she has gained, also to the words of approval from the parents. 


DIVISION NO. 2. 


This school was intelligently and honestly cared for during the 
spring term by Miss Helen Butler, of Greenland, N. H., a grad- 
uate of the New Hampshire State Normal School. 

Miss Butler was quiet, prompt and firm in her administration of 
school affairs. Every pupil was wisely known and conscientiously 
looked after. Realizing that a child properly employed is easily 
controlled, all were kept busy and the best results were thus secured 
in discipline, and enthusiasm, zeal and thoroughness displayed by 
her classes. 

The teaching and governing of forty active children is no easy 
task for one who succeeds a favorite teacher, but Miss Lois D. 
Beck, of Greenland, who came to this school in September, evinced 
an honest desire to do her best, and spent much time and thought 
in preparing special devices for adding interest to the lessons. 
She brought to her pupils many of the best methods and educa- 
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tional ideas, but there was lacking a spirit of appreciation of the 
advantages offered, and not until the scholars were placed under a 
more stringent system of rules, was there any very general progress. 
At our later visits the pupils showed increased interest, and there 
was evidence that faithful work was being done. ‘This Division has 
good material for scholarship. . 


DIVISION NO. 3. 


Miss Etta S. Chase, of Deerfield, N. H., who has taught this 
school the entire year, is not swayed by fads, but has a systematic, 
clear and well defined plan in every branch which she teaches, so 
that her pupils form the habit of working and thinking to a pur- 
pose. | 

“If you have anything to do, do it,’’ was Carlyle’s advise to a 
young man who came to him for counsel, and at our several visits 
to this school it has afforded us much pleasure to notice that each 
pupil had something to do, and did it. With parents disposed to 
do all in their power to co-operate with a wide-awake practical 
teacher, and scholars who are diligent, orderly and ambitious, this 
school could not fail to reach that high standard of excellence in 
deportment and scholarship which is so apparent. ' 

It is worthy of mention that no complaint has come to the 
School Board from either teacher, parents or pupils in this Division 
during all the year. 

A visit to a school like this gives much pleasure. 


DIVISION NO. 4. 


Miss Susie O. French, of Stratham, who became well acquainted 
with the scholars of. this Division last winter, has continued to ‘hold © 
their affection and interest this year. ; 

The small registration and few classes afforded time for more 
attention to individual work, with the expected good results. 

Our previous comments as‘regards efficiency, assiduity and pro-- 
gress have been sustained, and Miss French has again proved her- 
self a thorough, capable teacher, well worthy of a position in a 
larger school. 

Mrs. H. H. Leavitt has again been employed to give one hour 
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each week’at each school for instruction in singing, and, as last 
year, the teachers have co-operated with her in inspiring a love for 
music. | 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


While educators are still debating the question, “What are the 
essential studies,’’ it has been our policy to insist that .the school 
work be in the direction of a sounder scholarship—a more effec- 
tive knowledge of certain essential things which pupils must know. 
In a few instances exacting demands and insistence for better dis- 
cipline, as well as more accurate learning, has rightly been made by 
us. In our review of the schools for the past year we are led to 
say that if in‘any position skill, tact, and moral training are essen- 
tial, it is in that of a public school teacher. 

~ Complaints and criticisms have come to us from one Division. 

_ Is there not a close connection between the home life and the 
school life? Are not parents and teachers alike responsible? 
Children have only a limited period to devote to their education, 
and they deserve the best teachers we can give them. 

When school officials have made the best possible selection of 
intelligent teachers who show an honest desire to do their best, 
would it not be wise for parents to approve, commend and co- 
operate with those teachers so far as possible, rather than indulge 
in chronic fault finding in the presence of their children. 

No teacher can work as successfully against prejudice as when 
interest and helpfulness are visible. 

It is an extremely difficult task for a teacher, however perfect, 
if not aided by parents, to eradicate bad habits and bring out 
whatever is good and noble ina boy or girl so that they may grow 
towards a cultured manhood and refined womanhood. 

Emerson says, “A man may teach by doing, and not otherwise.” 

If as a town or state we wish to prosper, we must guard with care 
our common schools. Probably three-fourths of the scholars never 
go beyond them — how important it is then that they make the 
most of the advantages which they afford. 

It is not enough to know that our schools open and close at a 
stated period—they must be sustained heartily. Parents must see 
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to it that their children attend promptly and regularly, and with 
instruction to obey wholesome rules. 

There seems to be no adequate remedy for the evil habit which 
a few parents have for allowing those under their care to remain at 
home, many times upon the most trivial excuse. They are the, 
worst enemies to our free school system, of which we ought to feel 
so proud. ) 

The town and state may furnish funds, but the efforts of officials 
and teachers must be seconded by home influence if we wish to 
reap the best results, so in kindness we would again suggest to 
parents that the future welfare of their children demands punctu- 
ality—and sickness should be the only excuse for absence. 

For several years we have found the present capacity of the 
sheds at the several schools entirely inadequate to hold the year’s — 
supply of wood. ‘This necessitates the using of wet or unhoused 
wood in the winter, greatly to the annoyance of the janitors and all 
concerned. 

The trouble found in heating the school room in Division 1 in 
past years has been remedied by putting in a new floor and a 
larger stove. 

A new fence is now needed in this Division, and it will ie 
necessary to take some action in regard to the matter at the 
annual meeting. 3 . 

The school house in Division 2, has been repainted, and it 
would be economy to paint those in the other Divisions this year. 

Some of the towns around us have taken advantage of that act 
of the Legislature which has given two or more towns the privilege 
of uniting and employing a superintendent who shall devote his 
whole time to the care of the schools, the State to pay one-half of 
his salary. 

Would it not be well for Stratham to make a move in this direc- 
tion? 

In closing, we would say that so far as the School Board is able 
to judge, the schools for the past year have been reasonably pros- 
perous and progressive, but we feel that regular attendance and 
kindly co-operation of parents with teachers would do much to- 
wards making them the best possible. As a body our teachers 
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have been capable, alert, and of good moral tone, deserving the 
support of all. 

We are also sure our town is not lacking in bright, well disposed 
scholars, who are worthy of the best instruction we can give them. 
Personally we have been most kindly treated by all, and would 
especially thank the boys and girls for their uniform kindness and 
courtesy. | 

As all schools will be in session two weeks longer we are 
obliged to omit the usual statistical table, roll of honor, etc.
